Subject.— Import of Spark Plugs against licences for Motor Vehicle P u . 
for the periods January—June and July — December, 1953. 

No. 80-ITC(P.N.)/54. —It has been decided that licences Issued for mon 
vehicle parts falling under Serial Nos. 293, 295 and 297/IV of the Import Trade 
Control Schedule for January—June 1953 and July—December 1953, will not 
with immediate effect, be valid for the import of spark plugs, an item with a 
separate quota in list III of Appendix XXVI of the Policy Red Book. 

2. Importers who have entered into firm commitments for spark plugs prior 
to the date of issue of this Public Notice should apply within a week from that 
date to the Licensing Authority who issued the licence for making suitable en¬ 
dorsement on the licence. Applicants should furnish the following documents:_ 

(1) Letters of credit established In favour of the foreign suppliers along 
with certificates from the bankers concerned that shipment against 
these letters of credit have not already been made and that the 
letters of credit are valid for shipment beyond the date of this 
Public Notice. 

(il) Letters of offer and acceptance exchanged with the suppliers overseas 
on the strength of the licences issued and any documentary evidence 
showing that there has been irrevocable commitment and indicating 
the quantity and value covered by the same, accompanied by evi¬ 
dence to show that shipment against these contracts have not already 
been made. 

(iii) Bills of lading where shipments have already been made.
